Section  1014(e)  provides 
for  a  monthly  report  listing  all  current 
year  budget  authority  with  respect  to 
which,  as  of  the  first  day  of  the  month, 
a  special  message  has  been  transmitted 
to  the  Congress. 

This  month’s  report  gives  the  status  as 
of  June  1,  1976,  of  the  44  rescissions  and 
111  deferrals  contained  in  the  first  fif¬ 
teen  special  messages  transmitted  to  the 
Congress  for  fiscal  year  1976.  These 
messages  were  transmitted  to  the  Con¬ 
gress  on  July  1  and  25,  September  10  and 
24.  October  3  and  20,  November  18,  De¬ 
cember  1, 1975,  January  6  and  23,  Febru¬ 
ary  6,  March  18,  April  13  and  26,  and 
May  13. 1976.
